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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of claims 1-10 and 19-21 in the reply filed on 9/9/04 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 11-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected claims, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

3. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 4/8/04, 7/12/04, and 
8/5/04 was filed before the mailing date of the non-final rejection on 10/21/04. The 
submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the 
information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference characters) not mentioned in the 
description: 11, 43, 47, 50, 52, 86, 90, 92, 142, 305, 306, 313, 818. Also, Fig. 6B has 
two lines that are not represented by references numerals. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d), or amendment to the specification to add the 
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reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

6. Claims 1-4, 6, 7, 10, and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Akram et al. (U.S. 5,994,166). . 

With respect to Claims 1 and 19-21, Akram teaches a multi-package module 100 
comprising stacked lower 116, 128 and upper packages 140,162, each said package 
including a die 128, 162 attached to a substratel 1 6, 140, wherein the upper package 
140, 162 is inverted and wherein the upper and lower substrates 1 16, 140 are 
connected by wire bonding 148 (see col. 3 lines 43-60, col. 5 lines 55-67, and col. 6 
lines 1-54; Fig. 1). 
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With respect to Claims 2 and 3, Akram teaches wherein at least one of the 
packages has wire bond interconnect of the die with the substrate and wherein the 
package is fully encapsulated (see Fig. 1 ). 

With respect to Claim 4, Akram teaches wherein at least one of the packages is a 
ball grid array package (see col. 3 lines 43-60; Fig. 1). 

With respect to Claims 6 and 7, Akram teaches wherein at least one of the 
package has flip chip interconnect of the die with the substrate and a bump chip carrier 
type substrate (see col. 3 lines 39-44 and col. 6 lines 38-54; Fig. 1 ). 

With respect to Claim 10, Akram teaches a third stacked package (see Fig. 4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
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consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claims 5, 8, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Akram et al. (U.S. 5,994,166) as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of 
Belopolsky (U.S. 6,791,845) and Wu et al (U.S. 6,590,281). 

With respect to Claim 5, Akram teaches a package with a ball or column grid 
array package (see col. 3 lines 45-60). It is well known in the semiconductor industry to 
substitute a land grid array for a ball or column gird array as evident by Belopolsky (see 
col. 1 lines 15-18). 

With respect to Claims 8 and 9, Akram fails to disclose a heat spreader (i.e. 
electromagnetic shield) for one of the packages. However, Wu discloses disclose a 
heat spreader 37(i.e. electromagnetic shield) for one of the package 3 (see col. 5 lines 
1-6; Fig. 7). Thus, Akram and Wu have substantially the same environment of chip 
mounted on a substrate, wherein the chip is encapsulated. Therefore, it would have 
been obvious to incorporate a heat spreader with the product of Akram, since the heat 
spreader would dissipate heat away from the semiconductor package as taught by Wu. 

Double Patenting 

9. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 
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A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

10. Claims 1-10 and 19-21 provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending 
Application No. 10/681,584. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because copending application recites an upper 
package that is inverted and stacked on a lower package. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
